TT has been long expected, that a Work of ſuch an intereſiing Nature to the 
Public, would have been undertaken by a ſeleft Committee, appointed by the Gene- 
ral Aſſembly ; but, their long Delay in the Matter, added to the Sollicitations of 
many of my Friends, induced me to undertake a Reviſal of them. From my In- 
ability and little Leiſure to perform a Taſk of this Nature, being neccſſarily en— 
gaged in other Avocations of Life, the Plan will not appear to be executed with 
that Precifion and Accuracy requifite ; But, Sir, imperfect as it is, permit 
me, with due Submiſſion, to Dedicate to your Honour, A Reviſal of ALL the 
Public and Private LAWS of this Province, and lay them before you as 


their Patron and Protector. 


TH E well. being of a Country, in a great Meaſure, depends on a Syſtem 
of good and wholeſome Laws, properly and duly executed: To a Judge of leſs 
Diſcernment than your Honour, many Deficiences and Imperfe#tions in the follow-- 
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ing Laws will appear; but when we reflect on your early Attention to the In- 
tereſts of thi s Provi nee, and your great Sollicitude for promoting its internal 
Welfare, we have all imaginable Reaſon to believe, that every Deficiency will 
be made up, and every ſalutary Law, yet wanting to complete the Happineſs and 


Proſperity of this Country, enacted, under your benign Adminiſtration. 


WHEN Virtue and Goodneſs eminently appear in Men of elevated Stations,
